of the United Nations who don 
hope earnestly that the war’s end 
will produce some sort of organ! 
zation that will Insure peace and 
generally promote the welfare of 
mankind 
That echoes a desire which runs 
back through the centuries to the 
dim days before the Christian era. 
It’s a desire which still remains 
to be fulfilled, despite numerous 
attempts to implement it. 
Because so many millions of 
folk are eager to see this ideal 
achieved, it’s reasonable to believe 
that success will be attained in 
due course. It’s likely that partial 
success will be a comparatively 
early reward of our efforts. 
I THINK we may save ourselves 
much disappointment, however, 
if we figure that it will take 
long tithe to reach the ideal. We 
aren’t going to step into a ready 
made Utopia as soon as the last 
gun is fired in the Pacific to 
signal the end of the global war. 
The League of Nations was cre­ 
ated after the last war to main­ 
tain peace—by force if necessary 
—and it didn’t work. A lot of peo­ 
ple like to place the blame on 
the fact that the United States 
declined to become a member, but 
that’s far from a complete an­ 
swer. 
Actually the league was split 
into power groups and there wasn’t 
a chance of getting concerted ac­ 
tion in applying sanctions by force. 
Self-interest dominated great in­ 
terests among the membership. 
Moreover, nations ire chary about 
submitting any phase of their sov­ 
ereignty to the vote of an assem­ 
bly of nations, no matter how high- 
minded. 
8o where does that leave us as 
regards the projected post-waV or­ 
ganisation of nations in the inter­ 
ests at peace and progress? 
There's a very sizable school 
which feels that, looking at the 
matter from a coldly practical 
standpoint, the maintenance of 
peace will have to be left, at least 
for a considerable time, in the 
hands of the big three—the United 
States, Britain and Russia. 
THE! 
of 
HESE are the dominant nations 
the world. Standing together 
they represent a power which is 
invincible in the face of any com 
bination of countries which could 
be devised. 
This trio could maintain peace— 
so long as it remained intact. And 
that arrangement wouldn’t pre- 
elude the creation of an organiza­ 
tion which would handle other 
matters of mutual concern to the 
members. 
Lets hear from one of the out­ 
standing statesmen-soldiers of our 
time in this matter—Field Marshal 
Jan 
Smuts, 
prime minister of 
South Africa. Speaking recently 
in London at a meeting of the 
Empire Parliamentary association 
In the houses of parliament, he 
said: 
"Great Britain, the United States 
and Russia now form the trinity 
at the head of the United Nations, 
fighting the cause of humanity. 
And as it is in war, so will it have 
to be in peace. We shall have to 
see to It that in the new inter­ 
national organization tbe leader­ 
ship remains in the hands of this 
great trinity of powers, 
"These three powers must retain 
the leadership in war and in peace 
and be responsible, in the first 
instance, for the maintenance of 
security and for the preservation 
of world peace; and this primary 
responsibility will not be affected 
by any duties resting on the rest 
of the United Nations”, 
T 
HAT’S laying it face up on the 
table! Or you can put it this 
way: If the United States, Britain 
and Russia don’t stand together 
after this war, then no organiza­ 
tion of lesser nations, no matter 
how large, could insure .peace. 
We can’t gauge the situation 
now as we did after the last war 
We 
mustn’t 
forget 
that 
three 
first-class powers are being smash- 
ed—Germany. Italy and Japan— 
and that the recovery of France 
may be protracted. 
Even more important, the new- 
born empire of mighty Russia is 
emerging as the dominant power 
of the eastern hemisphere. There 
must be a wholesale readjustment 
of values among the world’s na­ 
tions. 
Whatever way you look at it, 
circumstances are placing the re­ 
sponsibility for world peace on 
the big three. They couldn’t shift 
♦he trust if they wanted to.

No word of even intimation of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur^ plans 
accompanied the report hut the 
time-table program of destruction 
of enemy defenses strongly sug­ 
gested an early attempt to obtain 
a foothold somewhere on the long, 
curving coast line of the strategic 
island nearly 800 miles from Truk, 
Japan’s Pacific Gibraltar. 
Australian infantrymen repulsed 
three Japanese counter-attacks in 
the Ramu valley and pushed dog­ 
gedly ahead in the campaign to oc­ 
cupy the Huon peninsula of New 
Guinea, only 70 miles away from 
the tip of New Britain. 
13 Jap Barges Sunk 
Elsewhere in the Pacific, Allied 
airmen pounded at the enemy- 
held Marshall islands and at Jap­ 
anese air bases in the Bougainville 
area. 
The Japanese lost 13 more barges 
in waters in the Huon peninsula 
area, increasing to 384 the num 
ber of such craft sunk by Allied

Amid all the pomp of that oil 
rich country which can be entered 
by invitation only, Maj. Gen. Ralph 
Royce, American Middle East com 
mander, talked for three days with 
Ibn Saud aud his foreign affair 
mining and military advisors be 
fore returning here. 
Royce left behind In Jidda, on 
the Red sea, four military experts 
on economics, public health, radio 
transmission and military affairs 
who will continue the investiga­ 
tion and consultations. 
It was reported reliably that the 
original consultations produced no 
signed documents but were in the 
nature of a “get together” with 
the Saudi Arabian Chieftains. 
The visit nevertheless 
raised 
speculation of a possible expansion 
of military supply and transporta­ 
tion activities in the Middle East.

TIGHTER RESTRICTION 
PLACED ON NEW CARS

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 — Tho 
dwindling supply of new automo­ 
biles in th^ nation’s ration pool 
today resulted In a tightening of 
eligibility requirements. 
The office of price administra­ 
tion, in new restrictions effective 
next Monday raised from 40,000 
to 60,000 miles the minimum mile­ 
age an applicant’s present car 
must have been driven before it 
can be considered unserviceable 
by local boards, made salesmen 
ineligible for new cars and re­ 
quested local boards to issue a 
purchase 'permit only when the 
applicant 
shows 
an 
immediate 
need for a new car.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 — A 
whisky taxing proposal that would 
4»pset a 50-year-old tradition con­ 
fronted the senate finance com­ 
mittee today as members hustled 
to get the 194S revenue bill to the 
floor this week. 
The proposal would cut to four 
years the time that whisky can 
be held in bond without paying 
of the government excise 
tax. 
Since the early 9Q’s, liquor has 
been allowed to age in bonded 
warehouses up to eight years be­ 
fore the owner had to buy excise 
stamps. 
With 
117,000,000 
gallons 
of 
whisky reported now in bond, pro­ 
ponents believe the plan would ex­ 
pedite collection of about $1,000,- 
000,000 In taxes (based on the new 
89 a gallon 
committee-approved 
rate) and at the same time force 
some liquor onto the market. 
Barkley Fights Plan 
Majority Leader Barkley, a Ken­ 
tuckian who also is a member of 
the finance group, has expressed 
the stiffest opposition to tbe plan. 
He says it would pose an impos­ 
sible financing problem for the 
distillers, would cancel their care­ 
fully calculated programs for sup­ 
plying ripe whiskies and result in 
a "green whisky" era after the 
war.

against the proposal. 
In addition to the liquor prob­ 
lem the committee also has yet 
to decide how best to integrate 
the victory tax with regular in­ 
come tax collections.

ministration to explain Its method 
of enforcing price ceilings. 
Tbe group wanted to know how 
many OPA agents are operating in 
four "typical” states — Michigan, 
Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky.

Passes In Every Precinct 
The levy was given the necessary 
65 percent majority In every one 
of the 25 voting precincts in the 
city. 
The most decisive vote in favor 
was that in Precinct 4-D where 
It wag supported by a vote of al­ 
most 14 to I. 
Precinct l-C, where the garbage 
issue ran a close race in the No­ 
vember election, favored it by a 
vote of more than 12 to I. 
The issue was given its strong­ 
est support in the big Second and 
Fourth wards, where it wag favored 
by an 84 percent vote. In the 
Third ward it won by 82 percent 
and in the First ward by 82. 
Ballata Counted Quickly 
Precinct election officials were 
not long In counting the ballots.

This was received, according to 
the clock In the election board 
office, at 7:33 p. m., three minutes 
after the polls were closed.

Today And Tomorrow 


We Best Can Achieve Our Aims By Keeping Aioo 


Until Those Directly Concerned Agree To Agree

T 
WO distant and unsettled re­ 
gions of the world have come 
within the range of our diplomacy 
and in respect to each of them the 
formation of an American policy 
Is necessary. 
One region is th at broad belt 
of territory which stretches from 
the Baltic sea to the M editerra­ 
nean and lies between Russia and 
Germany. 
The second comprises the lands, 
predominantly Moslem in religion 
and culture, "which extend across 
northern Africa and the Middle 
East to the borders of India. 
The more clearly we can define 
the American Interest in each re­ 
gion. the more sure-footed and ac­ 
ceptable will be our policy. 
Our greatest concern must he 
to see to it th at the complicated 
difficulties in these lands do not 
confuse our minds and then divert 
us from 
our 
param ount object, 
which is that this w ar shall he 
the last great w ar—the last global 
war in which we are involved—for 
many generations to com:?. 
There Is some danger of our be­ 
ing confused and diverted. For the 
main lines of our policy have never 
vet be3n well defined, and we are 
highly 
susceptible, 
therefore, 
to 
sentim ental and ideological propa­ 
ganda from abroad, and to political 
pressure at home from Im migrant 
groups which are not yet fully 
assim ilated. 
T 
HE conferences at Moscow and 
Teheran have shown good rea­ 
son for believing that the P resi­ 
dent and Secretary Hull are lay­ 
ing down a line of policy which 
serves the American interest in 
these regions without entangling 
the United States in disputes that 
do 
not 
affect 
us 
and 
without 
making 
comm itments 
that 
we 
could not or should not underwrite. 
Their line, lf I understand It cor­ 
rectly, is to sky that lf those more 
directly concerned than we 
are 
will agree to agree within a frame­ 
work of just principles and to act 
together and not as rivals in an 
unsettled area, then we shall use 
our Influence to promote and m ain­ 
tain their agreem ent to agree. 
Thus, we do not have a special 
American interest in Iran, such 


aa we have, for example, in the 
countries which are on the ap­ 
proaches to the Panam a canal. But 
Russia and Britain do have special 
interests. 
Our 
concern 
is 
that 
Iran should not become an arena 
of conflict between Russia and Brit­ 
ain, for such a conflict would dis 
rupt the concert of the powers on 
which we count in order to pre­ 
serve the peace of the world. 
When, 
therefore, 
Stalin 
and 
Churchill agreed on a settlem ent 
in Iran which does justice to Iran 
the President was fully w arranted 
in subscribing to the agreem ent. 
He was making no commitment 
which 
the United 
States 
would 
have to sustain against any out­ 
side power; he merely was agree­ 
ing to use our good offices, which 
in this particular rem ote region 
are relatively disinterested, to per­ 
petuate an understanding among 
those who are directly interested. 
T 
HE crucial point is th a t our 
Iranian policy is not something 
we pursue as against Russia or 
Britain or Iran itself. 
Having no direct national Inter­ 
est, our policy is to help to guard 
an agreem ent which m akes it un­ 
necessary for us to have a special 
American policy In regard to Iran. 
This is the true principle, I be­ 
lieve, to which we m ust adhere in 
the Middle European and Middle 
Eastern world—nam ely, to avoid 
vigilantly and resolutely all tem p­ 
tation and pressure to pursue a 
separate and competitive American 
policy, and to insist upon holding 
ourselves aloof until all the states 
directly interested come to agree­ 
ment. 
By holding ourselves aloof we 
shall promote agreem ents which 
ere self-sustaining and we shall 
not fall into the kind of foreign 
entanglem ent to which our best 
national 
traditions 
always 
have 
been opposed. 
For we never must make the 
error of thinking that the alter­ 
native to “isolation’’ is universal 
“interventionl”. 
Our great object is to preserve 
the peace by m aintaining, clarify­ 
ing and enlarging the grand alli­ 
ance of the United Nations which 
is going to win the war.

"W e were driving toward the air 
field and our outfit somehow got

Sgt. Mottershaw related. "The JapH 
found this out and suddenly shifted 
their forces and cut us off from 


our rear, encircling us and Isolat­ 
ing us. 
“On July 29, the day we were 
trapped, I was out checking the 
amm unition supply of 
my 
unit 
when the Jape opened up on us 
with machine guns. 
“I guess It was my day because 
I caught some of the slugs in my 
foot and was wounded with m ortar 
shell fragm ents as well. That put 
me out of the running and I was 
placed in a large shell hole with 
four other casualties. 
The Japs had us hemmed in a 
circle about 500 yards in circum­ 
ference and evidently planned to 
kill us off with machine gun and 
m ortar 
fire.

around the place had a sniper in 
it. 
"Our outfit suffered heavy cas- 
ulties, and we paid for our eager­ 
ness to feet to Munds. I still can’t 
figure how we ever got out of 
that trap. 
“God and Gen. Beightley saved 
our necks.

were saved, and only Gen. 
Belghtler’s able direction got help 
to us In time.”

Turkey Won’t Go To War—Yet 


It’s Not Ready, And Furthermore Isn’t Necessary; Allies Gain By ‘Cooperation’

"pH E capital experts, m ilitary and 
diplomatic, think there’s little 
chance of Turkey coming into the 
war now. 
Elven the best of the W ashing­ 
ton observers have been wrong 
before. Pearl H arbor caught near­ 
ly all of them flat-footed. Before 
that, the striking pow er*of Ger­ 
many 
was 
their 
bigged 
wrong 
guess; and after that, they were 
alm ost unanim ously haywire on 
the 
defensive 
strength 
of 
the 
U.S.S.R. 
But since those days, the experts 
have become pretty cautious and 
their virtually unanimous predic­ 
tion that Turkey won’t come into 
the war now is worth exploring. 
The session -between President 
Roosevelt, Churchill, and Pre.ddent 
Ism et Inonu of Turkey in Cairo, 
of course, has given fresh impetus 
to the rum or that the Turks ar# 
on the march on the side of the 
Allies. T hat the, Turks have been 
leaning more and more to the 


United Nations in recent months 
needs no argum ent. 
But neither in m ilitary nor dip­ 
lomatic circles here is there any 
thought that this will lead to an 
immediate 
declaration 
of 
war 
against the Axis. 
The reasoning back of this con­ 
clusion isn’t complicated: 
1.—-The Turks aren’t any more 
prepared for war than the Brit­ 
ish 
were prepared to resist in­ 
vasion after Dunkirk or than we 
were prepared to launch an of­ 
fensive against the Japanese after 
Pearl Harbor. They do have an 
arm y, but It is ill-equipped and 
lacking particularly In air power 
and mechanization. The three ar­ 
mored Nazi divisions which are re­ 
ported poised on the Turklsh-Bal- 
kan borders might have no greater 
difficulty knocking 
out 
Turkish 
strategic centers than they did 
plowing through 
the courageous 
but poorly equipped Greek forces. 
2.—Istanbul, A nkara and other 
Turkish m etropolitan centers are 
as vulnerable to air attack, in 
miles, as the cities of western 


Nazi-heid Europe or as the cities 
of eastern England when the Luft­ 
waffe was in its heyday. In war 
machines to combat these attacks, 
they are even less prepared. Tur­ 
key needs planes, anti-aircraft guus 
and the thousand-and-one other in­ 
strum ents of defense and offense 
it they are going into this war. 
3.—On the other hand, Turkey 
no longer can -be considered a 
strictly neutral nation and if the 
Nazis w eren't so hard-pressed on 
other fronts, they would surely, 
say m ilitary experts here, strike 
at the heart of the nation now. 
Diplomatic 
circles 
here 
think 
what is most likely is that out of 
the 
N ear 
E astern 
conferences 
came a declaration by Turkey that 
it would do all in its power to aid 
the United Nations and that in re­ 
turn, it would be given a seat at 
the peace table. 
This “all in its 
power” 
may 
launch 
the 
Turks into war. 
It 
may consist of providing Allied 
air bases and a troop corridor to 
the Balkans, if and when we start 
a thrust In th a t direction.

LONDON, Dec. 15—An authentic 
account of the Reuters dispatch 
from Lisbon which reported con­ 
clusion of the Cairo conference a 
day before the news was released 
officially and which has been the 
subject of controversy. ever since 
became available here Tuesday. 
The information appears to have 
originated 
with 
Thomas 
Chao 
Chungking 
nanager for Reuters 
the 
British 
news 
agency. 
Chao 
was enroute to London. 
He was traveling as a passenger 
on a plane carrying a Chinese good­ 
will mission to England, but had 
no connection with the mission. 
When he landed in Cairo Chao 
heard that *he conference was in 
progress and saw visible evidences 
of it. 
He was not accredited to 
the Cairo conference and was un­ 
der no obligations as to informa­ 
tion he picked up as a traveler. 
When he arrived in Lisbon Chao 
called on Douglas Brown. Reuters’ 
Lisbon 
correspondent, 
and 
told 
him what he had seen and heard 
of the Cairo meeting. 
Brown filed 
the story to London. 
(The Reuters dispatch, published 
Nov. 30 outside Britain but banned 
for publication in Britain by Brit­ 
ish censorship, said “it is known 
here 
(Lisbon) 
definitely” 
that 
President Roosevelt, Prime Minis­ 
ter Churchill and President Chiang 
Kai-shek had completed a long con­ 
ference in Cairo and had left for 
Iran 
to meet 
Premier 
Marshal 
Stalin.) 
Reuters officials declined to dis­ 
cuss the Incident beyond emphasiz­ 
ing that Chao was traveling as a 
newspaperman on a holiday. They 
added he simply landed on the 
right spot at the right moment and 
did what any newsman would have 
done. 
Chao is not discussing the case.

Usually the tag will say “dry 
clean only” or "do not wash this 
garment,” in which case the war­ 
time patriot is only courting waste 
if he disregards the warnings.

1944 Slated To Bring 
Record Demands For 
U.S.-Prodnced Foods 
By I'M Amidated Pre**. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 — The 
bureau of agricultural economics 
predclted today that 1944 will wit­ 
ness the greatest demand ever 
known tor American agricultural 
products. 
In a year-end report on 1943’s 
record output of food, the bureau 
said it expects civilian Income next 
year to be even larger. This in­ 
crease will be accompanied, it 
said, by a greater demand for food 
to meet military, lend-leaee and 
foreign relief programs. 
"The over-all need for American- 
produced food will exceed the pres­ 
ent productive capacity of Ameri­ 
can agriculture,” the report stated. 
Despite thla expected increased 
demand, the bureau said prospects 
are favorable for adequate food and 


clothing for Americans in both th* 
armed forces and civilian life. 
“It appears that for the year 
1944 as a whole, civilians will con­ 
tinue to have an abundant supply 
of cereals and as large a per capita 
supply of chlckena, eggs, fresh fruit 
and vegetables, potatoes, dry edi­ 
ble beans and peas as in 1943. 
"Civilian consumption of food 
fats and oils as a group ie likely 
to be maintained at the ration 
levels of recent months,” the report 
said. 
Supplies of meats and dairy prod­ 
ucts, however, are expected to be 
smaller, the bureau added.
